Police said the sisters, Wilma 


Howard, 14, a Du Sable sopho- 
more, and Edwina Howard, 19, a 
graduate of the school, signed 
statements admitting firing upon 
Lavon with separate pistols. 


Police said the shooting ap- 


parently climaxed a personal feud 
between Miss Cain and Wilma 
Howard. They said Wilma related 
that Lavon had repeatedly pushed 
and bumped her at school and 
that she and her sister decided to 
ahoot her. They waited for her at 
the lunch hour police said she told 
them, and then shot her. One bul 
let hit her in the back. Six shots 
were fired. 


No charges were placed against

Two other sisters who were with 
the Howard sisters at the time ol 
the shooting also were held with- 
out charge pending an inquest.

America's fire toll after the na- 
tional loss in Aug-ust showed a 
rise following seven successive 
months of decline from the cor- 
responding months a year ago. 


No reason for the August, 1949. 


rise of 1.2% over August, 1948, 
has been discovered, but the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association 
says that sub-standard construc- 
tion is a. leading cause of high 
fire loss. 


Including in sub-standard con- 


struction is the lack of fire bar- 
riers in walls and other concealed 
spaces through which flames can 
spread rapidly. Fire prevention 
groups are insistent that all such 
spaces be fire-stopped.

High Humidity 
Damages Paint 


Too much moisture inside a 


house sometimes causes paint on 
the outside to blister and peel, 
according 
to American Builder 


magazine. 


The explanation is that mois- 


ture penetrates the walls and is 
trapped behind the layer of paint. 
Then the colder outside air con- 
denses the moisture into drops of 
water which push the paint out 
to form blisters. 


American Builder says the way 


to prevent this kind of condensa- 
tion is to lower humidity by ven- 
tilating the house thoroughly or 
to install a vapor barrier within 
the walls. 


Problems caused by high hu- 


midity are found more frequently 
in modern houses than in older 
dwellings. The reason for this is 
thftt modern 
houses are con- 


structed more tightly and have 
few. if any, cracks through which 
moisture can escape.

sure that the size of the plot will 
permit future expansion, says the

The house 


or plot buyer is advised to obtain 
from his local building officials a 
copy of the zoning law before 
making any purchase. 


Most communities 
and 
some 


lending agencies have regulations 
governing the distances from the 
house to the street and to other 
property lines, the Bureau cau- 
tioned. These distances are usu- 
ally stated as minimums to pre- 
vent crowding or encroaching up- 
on adjoining property. 


Few front yards are permitted 


to be less than 20 feet, side yards 
less than 5 feet, and the require- 
ments are usually more. 


Limitations are 
set 
on how 


much of the plot can be occupied 
by buidings. 
These range from 


25% to 40% in most residential 
zones. In the case of a 100 ft x 
50 ft. plot where 25% occupancy 
is the maximum, house and ga- 
rage can cover no more than 1,-

house is extremely small, this 


would obviate any additions al 
ground level; any expansion would 
have to be in the form of a sec- 
ond story.
